€ad by Joseph D. Shannon of Kansa 
City, Democratic faction boss and 
delegate to the convention. 

Shannon for weeks has been tr 
ing to obtain a recess of the conve 
tion over the election. He argu 
that such action would tend to ke« 
the councils of that body free fro: 
politics. There seems to be litt 
ground for such an argument, for 
the surface at. least there have be: 
no indications that partisan politic 
ions have had much to 
with alignments on the various ques 
ions discussed Shannon, of cour 
is much interested in the success 
certain candidates for office in Jac« 

,. in which Kansas City 
situated, and doubtless would like 
be at home to keep an eye on th 
campaign. 

Not the First Effort. 

This is not the first effort to ca 
a halt in activities of the conven 
tion. The day it convened Joh: 
Lucas of Oscelo, who $ractices lax 
at Kansas City, tried to get the con 
vention to adjourn sine die Tw 
or three times since, other effort: 
or that kind have been made. And 
more than once, the word has beer 
passed around by various delegate 
that it would be a good idea for the 


ynsiderat 


|} convention to take a long recess, say 


te December 1 or until next spring 
This kind of thing has failed each 
time, however, balked by the de- 
termination of a majority of the 
delegates to keep hammering away 
at their task until whatever can be 
done to improve the Constitution has 
been completed. 

What will come of Shannon's 
movement for a recess for as long 2 
period beforerthe election as posrsi- 
ble, cannot be foretold, as some of 
have become 
attendance, and a determined minor- 
ity of the convention might be able 
to adjourn the convention because 
of the number of absentees 

Might Be Put Through. 

Forty-two constitutes a quorum, 
and at times barely a quorum is 
On some days it would be 
possible for 22 delegates to adopt a 
recess resolution. 

Several members of the 
tion are candidates for office. Part 
orf them are away to look after their 
campaign. Other delegates doubt- 
less feel that it would be best for 
the State for them to be at home 
to look after political fences during 
the immediate pre-election period. 

Others, however, who have been 
active in the convention believe that 
delegates whoee private interests in- 
terfere too much with their partict- 
pation tn the convention. should re- 
sign. Practically this sentiment was 
voleed on the floor one day this 
week by R. A. Pearson of Joplin. 
who declared that a part of the dele- 
gates seemed to be attending in re- 
lays, dropping in only now and then. 

Hard working delegates, whose 
first interest appears to be in the 
convention itself, expressed an opin- 
lon today that a recess from the 
Saturday previous to the election and 
terminating on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day after that event ought to suffice. 

Shannon advocates a recess begin- 
ning a week or 10 days before the 
election. 

$250,000 Spent Already. 

The convention has bésn in session 
now five months and has spent close 
to $250,000. Its delegates and em- 
ployes have received pay for every 
day since the oconvention opened. 
Sundays, holidays and all other days. 
while ft is not in session, as well as 
on those which it has been and 
whether they have been present or 
absent. 

A movement has been tmsatituted 
to cOmplete the work in hand by 
Deo. 1 if possible. This will not be 
possibie, however, unless consider- 
ably more speed is shown in weeks 
to come than In those which haves 
passed. because eat the present rate 
of accomplishment many months will 
elapse before the propoeed changes 
are ready for submission toe the peo- 
ple. 

Whether the effect of a recess of 
10 days or two weeks before the 
election and a few days after it 
would have the effect of bringing 
closer attendance previously to that 
recess, is a question.
